perforated tube arranged parallel to the series of perforated walls and an open inlet pipe 
arranged in the housing end wall to inject fluid into a series of perforated walls; Species 
K includes gas and fluid perforated inlets arranged perpendicular to one another within 
a housing having a series of perforated walls; Species L includes inlets having spinning 
means and check valves therein; and Species M includes multiple fluid inlets arranged 
within a housing and exterior to a perforated interior tube, the perforated interior tube 
having a gas inlet arranged therein.
